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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Yoshiura et al. (US Patent Number 6,131,162, 
hereinafter Yoshiura) clearly teaches receiving authentication information and verifying the signature (column 13, lines 1-67, column 14, 
lines 1-67). The signature verifying module determines if the information received is valid. Even assuming the cited prior art does not 
teach the claimed subject matter, it clearly provides the architecture to implement the claimed language. Yoshiura teaches modules for 
receiving, determining, etc., assuming it does not receive authentication information from the purchaser system as argued, it still receives 
authentication information and uses it to determine validity (columns 12-19). Yoshiura also teaches other embodiments (columns 20-33). 
Furthermore, the instant application claims the concepts of encrypting content, access control (authentication) to validate access to 
encrypted content, transmitting the content upon successful authentication, and determining receivers of the content, which were 
conventional and well known at the time the invention was made. 
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
